
Councilmen Have No Monopoly on Junkets

While City Councilmen have done Ihcir share 

of traveling during the past 18 months, they aren't 
the only city officials who spend the taxpayers' 
money to move about the country from convention 
to convention.

Those other officials, in fact, have spent about 
the same amount of tax money   slightly more 
than $15.000   in the same 18-month period. They 
are the department heads, policemen and firemen, 
members of the city's several advisory commis­ 
sions, and the city's administrative staff.

There is a unique list of professional and 
municipal organizations to which many of the spe­ 
cialists in government belong, and almost every 
group will hold a convention, conduct a seminar, 
or sponsor a tour during the course of a year.

Among the organizations are the International City 
Managers Association, the National Recreation Con­ 
gress, and the Building Officials Conference, not 
to mention the International Shade Tree Confer­ 
ence.

In addition to the organization*;, there arc nu­ 
merous institutes or seminars conducted each year 
for policemen and firemen, or for recreation lead­ 
ers.

Frequently, too, top city officials accompany 
members of the council on trips. Eleven did so 
early in December when the council went to San 
Francisco for a day of briefings on urban renewal.

Regardless of the meeting, however, the hills 
are paid by the city's taxpayers.

Rules for the administrative staff and other 
city employes who travel on city business are 
somewhat different than those for the council

They have nol. however, always hern strictly en­ 
forced.

The head of a department must first gel ap­ 
proval from City Manager Edward .1. Ferraro for 
a trip. The request is then forwarded tn council- 
men for their approval. Department chiefs are 
limited by policy to one out-of-state Irip and one 
in-state trip each year, and funds for such travel 
are usually included in the department's budjet.

I'nlike councilmen. who tired only say they've 
spent the money on city business, the appointed 
officials are expected to furnish receipts to support 
expenses. That requirement has been loosely en­ 
forced in the past 18 months, at least, and Fer­ 
raro admits the city has been lax. That will change, 
says Ferraro. who promises stricter enforcement 
in the future.

During fiscal 1963-64. appointed officials in 
Torrance sent $9.132.84 for trips to conventions.

seminars, and training institutes. The total for the 
first six months of the current fiscal year is about 

$4.500. hut other trips are scheduled. Members of 
the city's commissions have spent an additional 
$1.600   not including a recent trip to Sacra­ 
ment for the Governor's Traffic Safely Conference.

Total amounts are subject to some adjust­ 
ment upward for actual transportation, since city 
vehicles are used for many in-state trips. Vehicle 
expenses for those trips are reported as mainte­ 
nance, not travel, expenses.

During his tenure as city manager. Ferraro 
has traveled to Miami. Fla . for the American Mu­ 
nicipal Congress and to Chicago for the Interna­ 
tional City Managers Association. The Miami trip 

cost $729. and the Chicago visit added S500 to the
